The Reserve components of the Army 
and Navy will have important measures 
before Congress next winter. The 
Thomason bill, providing one year active 
duty tours and opportunity for appoint- 
ment to the Regular Army of Reserve 
officers, has passed both houses in dif- 
ferent form with considerable pressure 
for adoption despite budgetary object- 
ions, Which of course circumstances may 
remove. A special subcommittee of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee has been 
named to review the whole question of 
the strength and function of the Naval 
Reserve during the Fall, and legislation 
may be expected materially revising this 
branch of the defense forces. 

A continuation of the naval building 
program, with the replacement of at 
least one battleship, will be on the ses- 
sion’s legislative program, as will be 
provision for increase of the air arms 
of both the Army and Navy. Appropria- 
tions may be sought for construction of 
air bases in accordance with the terms 
of an authorization bill passed this past 
session, There will also be considered 
legislation revising the system of tem- 
porary advanced rank for Army Air 
Corps officers.

numbers over 6,000 commissioned officers 
who had been retired and a very large 
number of enlisted men, and in behalf 
of this Association’s representatives, and

not represent, we urge upon you with 
great sincerity that you give this ques- 
tion a sufficient amount of your time to 
make a thorough study of it, and that 
if you are convineed that the cut in 
retired pay was illegally made, that you 
take the necessary steps for the intro- 
duction in Congress of the United States 
of a bill that would tend to right the 
wrong Which has apparently been com- 
mitted.

N June, 1934, the Training Objeetive 
of the 28th Division for the ensuinz 
year was stated as the “Reinforced War 
Strength Battalion in the Offensive”. 
In December of that year with this 
objective in mind the Training Section 
had so far completed its studies for the 
1985 Field Training Period as to be able 
to call a conference of the Brigade and 
Regimental Commanders at the Head- 
quarters at which definite training 
policies were decided and upon which 
the training program could be built. At 
this time the Division Commander re- 
ceived a warning that there was under 
consideration the concentration of the 
entire First Army for maneuver pur- 
poses at Pine Camp, N. Y., and that this 
@ncentration would replace the normal 
feld training of the troops participating. 
However, on further study it appeared 
that the expense involved for such a con- 
centration was so great that conceivably 
Congress might not appropriate sufficient 
finds and therefore, it was decided to 
continue the preparation of a normal 
training program for this Division. 
While the Training Section was pro- 
ceding with its studies and plans, the 
Supply Section was carrying on studies 
with a view to moving the troops of the 
8th Division from home stations to the 
State Military Reservation at Indian- 
town Gap with the limited number of 
trucks then on hand or definitely prom- 
lsed, 
In view of the possible Army concen- 
tration this Section then proceeded with 


studies in parallel so far as possible, 
which would allow the troops to be 


moved by truck or railroad, or by rail 
and truck, to either Pine Camp or In- 
diantown Gap. 

The Training Section then having, for 
the field training period, a maximum 
of 15 days from which must be deducted 
4total travel time of 2 days, 2 Sundays 
ind ¥% Saturday, recommended to the 
Division Commander that the 1014 days, 
actual field training time remaining, be 
‘onsidered as that period allowed by the 
Fourth Army Plan for intensive train- 
lng, in the National Guard, prior to de- 
Mirture from home station. 

Upon approval of this recommendation 
the three following principles for the 
fvernment of training were laid down: 
1. The training and development in 
tasic elements in the ability to cooperate 
With other elements of the same or dif- 
ferent arms and services, that the 
"fentual combat teams may function as 
tclosely knit unit without lost motion, 
tut with essential and coordinated re- 
Ponsiveness to the will of the Comman- 
der, 

2. Training in the coordinated use of 
Phaary weapons and equipment of the 
‘trions arms and services, plus the tech- 
cal and tactical principle involved in 
their employment. 

8. To stress the ability to maintain 
mselves, weapons and equipment, to 
Movide for intercommunications, trans-

portation and to secure internal order 
and external protection as essential at- 
tributes of troops in the field. 

It was estimated that there should be 
reserved to the Corps Commander for 
Corps problems two of the 10% available 
days for training, that all possible train- 
ing should be accomplished prior to the 
Corps maneuvers and in preparation 
therefor. With these factors in mind a 
program was worked out which would 
intensively occupy all troops of the 28th 
Division from 7:30 A.M. to 4:50 P.M, 
daily for six (6) days which would in- 
clude the subjects of scouting and patrol 
ling, observation and security, combat 
principles and musketry problems and 
would then proceed logically thru Bat 
talion Terrain Exercises and Regimental 
Tactical Walks for officers to a problem 


for War Strength Infantry Battalions 
reinforced by Engineers, Tanks, Light 
Artillery, and Observation Planes. This 


problem to be two sided. Thus with the 
approval of the Corps Commander, the 
28th Division attains its normal training 
objective and secures the benefits of op 
erating within the Corps. 

It is believed as a matter of fact that 
the concentration of the Corps will pro 
vide valuable lessons for the officers and 
men of the two participating components 
of the Army of the United States. 

In the meantime, the complicated work 


of the Fourth Section was made more 
difficult to complete because not only 


had they to provide for a movement part 
truck and part rail to either Indiantown 
Gap or Pine Camp, but they were handi- 
capped in laying plans for the transporta- 
tion of 9,000 men with unit and personal 
baggage and equipment by a limitation 
of only 8 1%-Ton Administrative 
Trucks, 90 Artillery Tactical Trucks and 
141 Station Wagons on hand. Not until 
July were an additional 57 Administra 
tive Trucks received together with 23 
station wagons. This additional eauip 
ment materially relieved the problem, 
but at such a late date as to be almost 
too late. By using the shuttle system for 
the transportation of near by troops 
from home station to the training area 
and transporting two regiments by rail it 
has been found possible to concentrate 
the Division in the Training Area within 
a period of 18 hours from leaving home 
station. 

The chief benefit to be derived from 
these maneuvers is undoubtedly that 
which will, accrue to the Corps team as 
a result of the training in the chain of 
command. 

In the 28th Division there is no loss 
in the instruction of the individual en 
listed man due to the intensiveness with 
which it is intended to carry on his daily 
training for 7 days of 7 hours plus the 
time required for  hbhivouacs, night 
marches and Corps problems. Except for 
this intensiveness and the fact that for 
the first time the troops will proceed to 
training camp by truck, the training of 
this Division, as prescribed, is to be con 
sidered as normal and it is expected that 
the troops will assimilate the instrue 
tions, service the discomforts and fune 
tion without difficulty. 

The 2Sth Division, being 
within the State of Pennsylvania, 
probably in a less difficult position than 
many of the other Divisions which will 
take part in the Army exercises, It

it is now organized and has a_ baci 
ground of tradition extending, for many 
of its components, back to the Revolu 
tionary War.

Militia, for which service it carries bat- 
tle streamers for the War of 1812 with- 
out inscription. It participated in four 
years of the Civil War for which it car- 
ries ten streamers from: Fredericksburg 
to Appomattox.

The 108rd Medical Regiment organized 
in 1916 participated in the Mexican Bor 
der Service and carries five World War 
tattle Streamers; the 28th Division 
Trains participated in the Spanish War 
and carry the Puerto Rican Streamer, As 
the Quartermaster Trains, they partici- 
pated in the World War for which they 


carry six battle streamers. Another 
Pennsylvania Field Artillery Regiment

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Navy’s Metalclad Flies 
The Navy’s metalclad airship, ZMC-2, 
observed the sixth anniversary of her 
first flight by a training flight from the 


Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., 
Aug, 19. 
Since taking off on her first flight 


from Grosse Ile Airport, Detroit, Mich., 
Aug. 19, 1929, the ZMC-2 has flown ap- 
proximately 60,000 miles during 1,425 
hours in the air. The craft was the first 
successful airship with the hull, includ- 
ing the hull covering itself, built entirely 
of metal, for which “Alclad,” an alumi- 
num alloy, was employed commercially 
for the first time. In her construction, a 
special type of seam sealing compound 
was developed and a machine for rapidly 
riveting thin sheets together designed. 
Through her six years of service, a care 
ful check has been kept on the behavior 
of the various materials used in the air- 
ship. 

The characteristics of the ZMC-2 are: 
volume, 202,000 cu. ft.; length, 150 ft.; 
diameter, 53 ft.; height, 64 ft.; gross lift, 
12,200 Ibs.; horse power, 400; useful lift, 
8,200 lbs.; speed, 52 knots; range-nauti- 
cal miles (cruising speed), 600, 

In point of service the ZMC-2 is the 
oldest airship in operation in the U. 8. 
Navy, and is but one year younger than 
the Graf Zeppelin, which airship is the 
oldest operating airship in the world, 





Navy Enters Balloon Race 


The Navy Department announced 
this week that a Navy team composed 
of Lt. Raymond F, Tyler, USN, and Lt. 
(jg) Howard T. Orville, USN, will enter 
the International Balloon Race for the 
Gordon Bennett Trophy to be held in 
Warsaw, Poland, Sept. 15, 1935, and 
that the Navy’s representatives will be 
the only American contestants. 


As no National Elimination Balloon 
Race was held this year, the Navy's 
team, winners of the last National 


Elimination race, which was held from 
Birmingham, Ala., July 31, 1934, retains 
its eligibility to participate in the inter- 
national race. 

Lieutenant Tyler and Lieutenant (jg) 
Orville, now at the Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, N. J., will use a Navy bal- 
loon of 80,000 cubic feet capacity in- 
flated with coal gas. 

The race from Warsaw will be for 
the fourth Gordon Bennett Cup, which 
becomes the permanent possession of the 
country winning it three times. It has 
been won by Poland’s entrants in 1933 
and 10384.

Would Equalize Enlisted Pay 

Under the terms of a bill passed by 
the Senate Aug. 16, enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who draw allow- 
ances for quarters and subsistence would 
continue to receive such while sick in 
the hospital or absent from their perma 
nent duty stations in a pay status. 

Iixisting law permits enlisted men of 
the Army who draw money allowances 
in lieu of receiving quarters and sub 


sistence in kind to continue to receive 
the allowance when sent to a hospital 
or when they are absent from their 


permanent duty station in a pay status 
so long as their permanent station re 
mains unchanged. Navy and Marine en- 
listed men in a like situation lose their 
allowances resulting often in consider- 
able hardship to their families as their 
allowances in many cases amounts to 
more than half of their tetal compensa- 
tion. 

The bill, 8.1976, was not acted upon 
by the House. 


Aid Marine Enlisted Men 
Enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who served as commissioned 
oflicers in the Army during the World 
War would receive the pay of a warrant 
officer upon retirement under the terms 


of a bill (S. 2460) which passed the 
Senate, Aug. 16. 


Existing law provides for enlisted men 
of the Army who had World War com- 
missioned service in the Army to retire 
on a warrant officers’ pay and similarly 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who had commissioned World 
War service in the naval service are 
allowed warrant pay. There are a num- 
ber of Marine Corps enlisted men, who 
had Army commissioned war service, 
however, who cannot retire from the 
Marine Corps with this additional pay, 
under present law. The bill) was not 
acted upon by the House. 





USNA Professors Retirement 
The Senate on Aug. 16 passed legis- 
lation setting up retirement for civilian 


members of the teaching staff at the 
Naval Academy and the Navy Vost- 
graduate School. 

Under the terms of the bill, S. 2845, 


which still has to be acted upon by the 
House, 10 per cent of the individual 
teacher’s base pay would be spent for 
the purchase of annuity policy, the indi- 
vidual paying half and the Government 
paying half. Retirement age is set at 
with the Academy Superintendent 
having authority to continue teachers in 
service until they are 70,

THE NATION’S LARGEST group of genuine pacifists—the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps—look to its civilian leaders to refrain from meddling in the internal 
affairs of other nations, from becoming involved in obligations and intrigues, and 
to guarantee peace for America through America’s strength to preserve peace. 
History has taught and history repeats that treaties and entreaties, understandings 
and diplomacy, neutrality policies and forebearance, are of little avail when 
stronger nations covet wealth, land or position. A determination to keep the 
peace, to offer affront to no nation, and not to tempt affrontry through weakness 
on our part—the Rooseveltian policy of speaking softly but carrying a big 
stick—will go further toward keeping this nation out of war than all the 
neutrality resolutions and untried schemes of untried statesmen combined. If 
the world crisis today proves anything it is that armed forces and munitions 
are the result instead of the causes of friction. While prospective belligerents 
plead for supplies, the other nations refuse them. Italy’s army is the result, 
rather than the cause of her Ethiopian venture. An expanding population, a 
demand for resources, and an emotional desire for revenge of past defeat have 
led Italy to fit herself for an expression of her national desires. If our national 
desire is to preserve our peace we too must be prepared to back it and to back 
it in the face of outside interests which if we were weak would readily draw 
us in. The strengthening of the Army and Navy already authorized by the 
Congress is a good start. Its continuation, together with a determination to mind 
strictly to our own affaifs, will place us in the position of the “strong man armed” 
who keepeth his palace in peace. 


WHILE THE WORLD MOURNED the loss of Will Rogers and Wiley Post, 
acclaim and praise for the resourcefulness and initiative of the Army sergeant, 
Stanley R. Morgan, are heard on every side, His knowledge of the natives and ability 
to understand their tongue and signs gave him immediate grasp of the situation when 
the tired Eskimo arrived at Point Barrow with his harrowing tale. Losing no time 
he took it upon himself, without higher authority, to hire a whaleboat and go 
immediately through ice and bad weather to the scene. The radio reports Sergeant 
Morgan wrote and transmitted told the world the story and told it so graphically 
that seasoned newspaper men gave high praise to his ability. To the nation 
Sergeant Morgan's conduct reflected great credit on the Army and was an 
example of the high calibre of the men in the service and of the type of training 
and indoctrination that produces resourcefulness, and the desire, willingness and 
ability to assume responsibilities on their own initiative. The speed with which 
the War Department recognized and rewarded him by promoting him to be a 
master sergeant—the highest grade within its power—in turn reflected credit on 
the Army. Sergeant Morgan's conduct gave another lesson to all officers and 
men of the service, that no matter how humble or distant the station (his is the 
most isolated in the Army) there yet may come the opportunity for the full use 
of training and ability to the credit of the Nation and the Army. Circumstances 
placed the honor and reputation of the service in the hands of a non-commissioned 
officer far removed from any to whom he could look for orders or instructions 
and he acquitted himself true to his traditions and training. The Army and the 
Nation are proud of you, Master Sergeant Morgan. , 


THE NAVY DEPARTMENT should take cognizance of the criticism of the 
present system of Navy promotion made publicly by Admiral William 8S. Sims, 
USA-Ret., and privately by numerous officers of the Navy, and institute a thorough- 
going restudy of the operation of the present selection laws. Agreement is general 
that selection at present is far from perfect. Many believe that changes can be 
effected which will materially improve the existing system, And whether or not 
you agree that any beneficial changes can be made, it is certainly no answer to 
Admiral Sims’ serious charges for the Chief of Naval Operations to state that 
Admiral Sims has been retired a long time and is in no position to judge navy 
morale. The latter states that the present system has resulted in the elevation 
of officers to higher command in the Fleet and the Navy Department who “lack 
the essential confidence of the service.” Admiral Standley, himself, certainly has 
the confidence of the service, but nevertheless he should not ignore the charges 
which have been made. Moreover, Admiral Sims’ views are not solely his own. 
The poll he conducted among officers in the higher ranks showed that a consider- 
able number believed that the present system is faulty and can be improved. 
A comprehensive review of the entire question certainly should be undertaken by 
the Department and all suggested changes be given a fair study.

Next Year’s Fleet Maneuvers—The Navy Department announced Aug. 21 that, fol- 
lowing the well established custom of holding annual fleet maneuvers in different 
strategic areas and American territorial waters contiguous thereto, Fleet Problem 
No. 17 next Spring will be held in the Panama-Western Central American Coast 
area. It is the intention for the United States Fleet as a unit to leave West 
coast bases the latter part of April 1936. Upon completion of the Problem about 
the end of May, it is probable that some units of the fleet will transit the 
Panama Canal and in accordance with the policy of the Navy Department of re- 
turning some ships to the Kast coast on alternate years, opportunity will be taken 
for individual units to visit northern ports in mid-summer followed by visits 
to South Atlantic and Gulf ports in late August and September, returning to the 
San Diego-San Pedro area so as to arrive about the middle of October. Considera- 
tion is also being given to having one division of heavy cruisers, beginning in late 
September, make a trip around the Horn, visiting a few of the countries of South 
America, and returning to the West Coast, San Diego-San Pedro area, in December,

Assignments of Naval Officers—The Bureau of Navigation announced this week 
that the Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet has informed them that about 
120 oflicers will be required as replacements on that station during the calendar 
year 1936. Volunteers are requested by the Bureau. The estimated requirements 
(exclusive of submarine officers) are as follows: 

In March, 1936—2 Commanders (one should be for engineering duty only), 
1 Lieutenant Commander, 2 Lieutenants (junior grade). 

In April, 1986—1 Rear Admiral (relief for Commander Yangtze Patrol), 1 
Captain, 2 Lieutenant Commanders, 2 Lieutenants, 7 Lieutenants (junior grade) 
(one should be Naval Aviator). 

In May, 1936—1 Lieutenant Commander. 

In June, 1936—1 Lieutenant (should be Naval Aviator). 

In July, 19836—4 Commanders, 2 Lieutenant Commanders, 5 Lieutenants, 11 
Lieutenants (junior grade). 

In August, 1986-—1 Lieutenant Commander, 1 Lieutenant, 3 Lieutenants (junior 
grade). 

In September, 1936—3 Commanders, 1 Lieutenant Commander, 2 Lieutenants, 


1 Lieutenant (junior grade). 
In October, 1936—4 Lieutenants, 4 Lieutenants (junior grade). 


In November, 1936—1 Lieutenant Commander, 2 Lieutenants, 12 Lieutenants 
(junior grade).

The Bureau of Navigation also announced that it is its present intention to 
order to shore duty in 1936, Commanders of the class of 1914 who have had 
two years at sea. Members of the class of 1915, who will have made their 
numbers, will not be ordered ashore in 1036, unless they have had approximately 
three years at sea. 

‘Certain shore stations now have more officers attached than are provided in 
the allowance list,” the Bureau also said. When the routine changes are made in 
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the spring and summer of 1936, the officers in excess of allowance will be detacheg 
without relief. 

In regard to next year’s sea slate the Bureau said that approximately ¢@5 
Commanders of the classes of 1900 to 1915, inclusive will be due for sea duty jp 


1936. Of this number, 13 are required on the Asiatic Station. There will be 17 
auxiliary commands to be filled, 25 executive officer billets in battleships anq 


cruisers will be open, and it is expected that eight destroyer divisions will require 
new commanders, 

Because of the large number of auxiliary commands and the limited number 
of executive oflicer billets available, it will not be practicable to assign as exeey. 
tives of battleships or cruisers all Commanders who have not had that duty. 
As a general rule officers whose last cruise included head of a department in ‘a 
battleship or cruiser, or command of a destroyer division or submarine division 
will be assigned to duty in command of an auxiliary. ; 


Navy Shipbuilding Program Lags—From the joint progress report of the Bureaus 
of Construction and Repair and Engineering, made public at the Navy Department, 
Aug. 10, it appears that practically every one of the 63 vessels now under cop. 
struction at private and public yards will not be completed on the date specified 
in the building contract. Except in the case of two heavy cruisers, two gsub- 
marines and several vessels in the early stages of construction, reports from the 
yards indicate a delay of from three to five months in the date for completion, 
A much longer delay, of course, is involved in the case of the three cruisers and 
four destroyers tied up by the strike at the New York Shipbuilding Corp. 

The aircraft carriers, Yorktown and Erterprise, now about half finished, wil] 
not be completed until March, 1937 and July, 1937, respectively, a delay of about 
five months. The cruisers Quincy, due for completion in January, 1936, and the 
Vincennes due in January, 1937, are proceeding according to schedule, and so are 
the submarines Porpoise and Pike, due next February and May. Sixty-four ships 
are shown as under construction during the month of July, with one, the destroyer 
Dale, announced as complete on July 19, The list of vessels under construction, 
their building yard, the percentage of completion and the prospective date of 
completion as reported by the yard, are shown below.

Merchant Marine 
The following statement was issued 
August 22 by the Navy League of the 
United States over the signature of Mr. 


N. M. Hubbard, jr., executive  vice- 
president : 
“Over thirty years ago, Theodore 


Roosevelt had the vision to foresee and 
the courage to declare that “The future 
of America is on the seas,’ 

“The Merchant Marine Bill, HR 8555, 
now pending, is a well-devised and well- 
guarded measure and is political only in 


the broadest and best sense. The sea 
is non-partisan and has few votes to 
offer. Yet it is our only remaining 


frontier—the only new fieid for conquest 
and development—the only visible reli- 
ance for the future support of the pres- 
ent American standard of living. Time 
is of inestimable value in war and the 
world is now engaged in an economic 
war of unparalleled extent and intensity. 
The objective of this war is foreign 
trade and the heavy artillery of this 
warfare is an efficient Merchant Fleet 
and the naval power to protect that 
Fleet. 

“Japan has already built thirty-three 
18-knot cargo ships and tankers and is 
constructing seven more of these ships 
in her shipyards. Both Great Britain 
and Norway have 18-knot cargo ships in 


the Pacific. We have nothing better 
than 12-knot vessels to compete with 


them and not one tanker and no cargo 
ships able to accompany, refuel and sup- 
ply our naval fleet from want of speed 
to keep up with it. Further delay in 
the construction of an etficient American 
Merchant Fleet may prove disastrous. 
The opposition in Congress to the pres- 
ent bill is both small and brittle. 

“Today, over ten millions of our peo- 
ple are dependent on foreign commerce 
for their livelihood—three and a half 
millions engaged in crop production that 
must find a foreign market or none—- 
over seven millions of our industrial 
population, the products of whose heads 
and hands must find markets abroad 
and many of these products requiring 
the contribution of essential imports to 
their making. 

“In normal times the American people 
pay out annually in sea freights on ex- 
ports and imports close to seven hun- 
dred million dollars. In the ten years 
between 1921 and 1930, the people of 
the United States spent nine billions of 
dollars in sea freights and sea passen- 
ger fares of which American ships, be- 
cause competitively inefficient, received 
only three billion dollars. Six billions 
of our money went into foreign pockets 
to help to create favorable balances of 
trade and balance the budgets of foreign 
nations. It is no wonder that the na- 
tions of the world are fighting with all 
the craft and cunning of foreign states- 
manship and with liberal budgets and 
subsidies to build and encourage the op- 
eration of highly efficient ships in order 
to seek and transport foreign commerce. 
What department store could survive if 
required to employ its strongest com- 
petitor to deliver to its customers the 
goods purchased by them? A _ nation’s 
merchant shipping does even more than 
deliver the nation’s sales abroad; its 
own success depends equally upon its 
ability to promote these sales. 

“Only last week Secretary Wallace 
assured us that ‘The A.A.A. has not and 
will not change its goal to restrict our 
products to our own eapacity for con- 
sumption and to produce no surplus for 
a foreign market that is lost.’ This is 
quite remindful of the Indian’ who, 
found wondering aimlessly around in 
the forest, when asked if he was lost 
replied: ‘Injun not lost—wigwam lost.’ 
This is the way Mr. Wallace probably 
feels about it and no doubt he will be 
surprised if but few Americans agree 
with him as te which is lost—the for- 
eign market or Mr. Wallace. It seems 
reasonably safe to assume that nothing 
is lost when every factor for its repro- 
duction still exists—even the genius of 
the American people. 

“The Merchant Marine 


Bill is not 





based on a defeatist doctrine. It is con- 
structive and assumes that the sun of 
prosperity will reappear in spite of being 
temporarily obscured by the clouds of 
world depression and that we had best 
stake out our place in the sun now and 
get ready for the sunshine. 

“It does not seem probable that the 
American people are ready to adopt a 
policy of progressive belittlement and 
starvation nor consent to be plowed 
under by restricted production. That is 
not the way our people built this coun- 
try from a few struggling colonies on 
the Atlantic Coast to the most powerful 
nation of the world. 


“We subsidized the building of the 
Union Pacific and other Western rail- 
roads with land grants and conquered 


a wilderness to find untold riches in na- 
tional resources and new developments. 
We subsidized the automobile by spend- 
ing billions of dollars of public money 
in the building of good roads essential 
to its use, which resulted in the creation 
of new avenues of employment, support- 
ing millions of our people. 

“We have led the world in practically 
everything except parsimony and pes- 
simism and we shall lead the world in 
foreign trade and sea transport. It will 
be of no avail, no credit and no profit 
to any American to pit his untried 
theories against the vision, experience 
and genius of our race. 

“We do not doubt either the patriotism 
or vision of our statesmen in Congress 
but we realize that Congress is a very 
tired body of men, seeking a much 
needed rest. In spite of this, may we 
not hope, knowing as Congress does the 
vital importance of the measure, that it 
will consent to take up and pass this 
bill before adjournment ?”

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Badge for Reserve Officers 


The War Department has authorized 
members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of the United States Army to wear as a 
part of the uniform a new “Minute 
Man” badge, the design of which has 
just been officially approved. The de- 
sign is a drawing of the Minute Man, 
Captain John Parker, superimposed on a 
conventionalized eagle and bearing the 
inscription “Officers’ Reserve Corps.” 
The governing authority is contained 
in Circular No. 48, now being distrib- 
uted, as follows: 

1. For purposes of identification and desig- 
nation, members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps are authorized to wear, as part of the 
uniform, an identification badge. The de- 
scription of the badge and the rules gov- 
erning its wearing are contained in the fol- 
lowing regulations, This badge will not be 
issued by the War Department but may be 
purchased from authorized dealers in ac 
cordance with paragraph 4, AR 600-90. 

2. Changes In AR 600-35 and 600-40,—Pend- 
ing the printing of changes in AR 600-35, 
December 31, 1926, and AR 600-40, June 22, 
1931, the following changes in those regula- 
tions are published: 

a. AR 600-35.-Paragraph 434% is added as 

follows: 
.. 48%. Badge for identification, Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps..-The Minute Man (Captain John 
Parker) in colored enamel superimposed on a 
modernistic silver eagle, which is supported 
on a three-seroll ribbou bearing the in- 
scription “Officers’ Reserve Corps”. Pendant 
from this seroll a silver bar marked “5 
Years”, “10 Years’, “15 Years”, ete., in five- 
year periods. For those possessing a cer- 
tifieate of capacity, the background of the 
bar to be red enamel, Height 1% inches. 

b. AR 600-40.-Paragraph 50b is changed 
by adding a new subparagraph (3) as fol- 
lows and by changing the designation of 
the present subparagraph (3) to (4): 

3. Badge for identification, Officers’ Ke- 
serve Corps.-lor five-year periods of con- 
tinuous service in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, an identification badge, with a pen- 
dant bar indicating the last five-year period 
of service, may be worn. If a certificate of 
capacity has been awarded, the pendant bar 
will be red. 





Vetoes Class B Transfer Bill 

President Roosevelt on Aug. 21 vetoed 
a bill which would have authorized him 
to order 1st Lt. John W. Beck, USA-Ret, 
before an Army retiring board, to deter- 
mine whether at the time of his retire- 
ment under Section 24b of the National 
Defense Act, he was physically disabled 
for active service as the result of an 
incident thereto, and if so found to 
place him on the retired list in Class A 
instead of Class B. 

“From the facts in this case on record 
in the War Department, I find that John 
W. Beck's retirement was accomplished 
in strict accordance with the provisions 
of existing law and his rights were duly 
safeguarded,” the President stated. “The 
records clearly indicate that he had no 
incapacitating disability at the time of 
his retirement, but was retired under 
the provisions of Section 24b of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, as amended, because 
of unfavorable records of service. There- 
fore, | can see no reason for singling 
him out for preferential treatment at 
this time for the purpose of changing 
his retired status and thereby increas- 
ing his compensation.” 

The President on the same day vetoed 
a bill which would have placed an emer- 
gency oflicer during the World War on 
the retired list of the Regular Army. 
The bill was for the benefit of Harry 
T. Herring, a graduate of West Point, 
class of 1905, who served during the 
World War as a lieutenant colonel and 
who later was on the Emergency Offi- 
cers’ Retired List. In his veto message, 
President Roosevelt said: 

“In view of the foregoing, I do not 
consider that this former emergency 
officer is entitled to the benefits of the 
Regular Army retired list. It would be 
unjustly discriminatory to place him on 
the retired list of the Army, when many 
others in similar circumstances are de- 
nied equal consideration. The retire- 
ment system of the Regular Army was 
provided for the two-fold purpese of 
attracting desirable permanent person- 
nel to the service and of vitalizing the 
active list. Its maintenance for such 
purpose is vital to the national defense 
and should not be jeopardized by utiliz- 
ing it as a means of relief, or for plac- 








ing upon such retired list persons other 
than the permanent personnel of the 
military establishment.” 





Committee Fights Vetoes 

Aroused over repeated presidential 
vetoes of private bills, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs plans to go 
to President Roosevelt and endeavor to 
reach an understanding with him in the 
matter. 

Since he first took office, President 
Itoosevelt has almost invariably vetoed 
all bills seeking to correct someone’s 
military record or to reverse the action 
of the military or naval authorities in 
individual cases. Members of Congress 
contend that in so doing, he has been 
blindly following the recommendations 
of the War and Navy Departments and 
has not been giving consideration to the 
evidence produced by the committees of 
Congress. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee speaking on 
the floor of the Senate, Aug. 16 said: 

“The War Department, as a matter 
of policy, opposes all these bills, because 
they endeavor by legislation to change 
what is in the records of the Depart- 
ment. The Committee on Military Af- 
fairs goes behind the records, examines 
all facts, old and new, acts somewhat as 
a court of equity, and endeavors to do 





justice in view of developments at and 
since the time of the occurrences in 
question. 

“The committee has been very much 
concerned about the course of the Presi- 
dent in reference to some of these bills. 

“It seems that he follows mainly the 
recommendations of the executive 
agencies and that the War Department, 
having already reported to the commit- 
tee against the bills on account of its 
precedents and policies, so advises the 
l’resident after the bills have passed. 

“In a majority of instances the com- 
mittee agrees with the War Department 
and tables the bills unfavorably reported 
by the Department. 

“When the committee, after investigat- 
ing, reaches a different conclusion from 
that of the Department, or other execu- 
tive agency concerned, the President’s 
attention does not seem to have been 
called to what the committee has found, 
and we are contemplating an endeavor 
to reach some understanding with him 
as to procedure in the future. 

“Shall we have the executive depart- 
ments and agencies legislate for Con- 
gress, or shall Congress exercise its own 
will in these matters?” 
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
